The  items  are  arranged  alphabetically  by  author  giving  the  trans¬ 
lated  title  of  the  article,  the  original  source  of  the  article  with  its 
translation,  the  Referativnyy  Zhurnal  series  title,  number,  year  and 
the  abstract  number.  The  subject  matter  of  each  item  is  designated  by 
the  numbers  1,  2,  3,  and  4  which  correspond  respectively  to  the  four 
categories  listed  above. 

Subsequent  reports  will  cover  journals  for  the  periods  April- June, 
July- September,  October-December  195 9*  Thereafter,  reports  will  be 
continued  on  a  quarterly  basis  for  the  period  January  i960  to  June  1961 
inclusively. 
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
